Ordinance. 

The Flagstone Tea Room, at 
714 Montgomery avenue, has re- 
ceived the stamp of official ap- 
proval, it was announced this 
week by Burgess' Frye and mem- 
bers of Council. 

At its December meeting, Coun- 
cil ruled that the recently opened 
place was in violation of the 
zoning law, and the Burgess was 
ordered! to close the tea room. 
The basis for this action was the 
definition of the place as a "res- 
taurant," forbidden by the zoning 
law in a residential section. 

On the other hand, next door, 
stood the recently opened Bryn- 
wood Manor Inn, with a dining 
room and grille, apparently the 
same sort of place. But, accord- 
ing" to the zoning act, the Inn was 
a "tenement," whose primary 
function was the accommodation 
of guests. 

Further search into the intrica- 
cies of the fine line dividing the 
two enterprises showed that the 
Flags'tone was also open for the 
accommodation of apartment 
dwellers v and , rooms—and there- 
fore ^coula be classed as a resi- 
dential building. As such the 
closing order was withdrawn. 

News of the Borough's decision 
came as a welcome relief to the 
managers of the Flagstone, Mrs. 
Charlotte Taylor and Mrs. Nancy 
Gledhill. The tea room had been 
opened in November, and was just 
becoming known when the clos- 
ing order became known. 

Strangely enough, the first in- 
timation of the danger hanging 
over their enterprise was received 
by the managers through the 
columns of "Our Town," as part 
of the report of the December 
Council meeting. 

The house, owned by Col. H. T. 
Hatch, has been attractively fit- 
ted out and decorated. The tea 
room has enjoyed a growing pa- 
tronage, partially ' retarded by the 
news of the closing order, which 
gave some the impression that the 
new business has been short 
lived.

Response to Fire Company Appeal 
Falls Short of Hopes. 
The response to the appeal of the 
Narberth Fire Company that 1000 
members be enrolled by the end of 
January has so far not produced the 
results hoped for. Five hundred 
and twenty-eight members are now 
enrolled, but many of these are not 
new, and there are still 472 needed. 

A house-to-house canvass will be 
started next week in order to stimu- 
late the drive. A thermometer has 
been set up on Haverford avenue at 
Forrest, and on it the results are be- 
ing noted. 

"The community is thawing out, 
but very slowly," said Fred C. Pat- 
ten, director of the drive this week. 
"We are starting the house-to-house 
canvass in an effort to show the 
people personally the duty which 
they should fulfill." 

A number of subscriptions have 
been received through the three 
drug stores, and others have been 
sent in to the company. 

Membership is $3 a. year, and a 
check to the fire oempany will re- 
sult in the adding of any citizen to 
the membership rolls. 



A 24mill tax rate, the same as 
last year, was established Mon- 
day night by Borough Council in 
its January meeting. This will 
create a revenue of $87,710.00, the 
estimated budget for 1927. 

Passage of the ordinances cov- 
ering the budget and tax rate 
were made unanimously upon 
third reading, and the Burgess 
signed the bills at once. 

As in the past, the biggest item 
of expenditure for the year will 
be under the head of the High- 
ways and Sewers Committee, of 
which Robert Fellows Wood is 
chairman. The round sum of 
$35,000 is estimated by this com- 
mittee as the minimum which will 
be needed to carry on its work. 

These duties include the repair 
and relaying of streets, street 
cleaning, bridges and ash collec- 
tion. The great increase in the 
mileage of improved streets has 
brought costs of maintenance to 
a high point. 

About one-sixth of the total is 
to be used for the payment of 
interest and sinking fund charges 
on the Borough's outstanding 
bond issues. The largest and 
most recent of these is the street 
improvement issue of $75,000, on 
which interest and sinking fund 
costs total $6445.00. 

Salary increases were provided 
for two officials. Borough Solici- 
tor Fletcher W. Stites had his an- 
nual pay advanced from $75 to 
$100. The salary of George B. 
Suplee as Street Commissioner 
and Building Inspector was ad- 
vanced from $2700 to $3000 per 
year. 

Police protection will cost $500 
more — fire protection, $500 less, 
according to the budget. The 
total increase of the budget over 
last year is about $4500, which, 
due to increased assessed valua-

tion, will not require a higher tax 
rate. 

Substantial building progress 
in the Borough was noted in the 
annual report of the Building 
Committee, Ninety-seven per- 
mits were issued for a total con- 
struction cost of $318,109.00. 
The building inspector made 820 
inspections in 1926, during the 
course of this building. 

Requests were received by 
'Council from the recently created 
Property Committee and from the 
Pecreation Board, asking for a 
.•definition of the duties of each of 
these bodies, so as to avoid dupli- 
cation of effort and authority. 
.Due to the pressure of other busi- 
ness, this was deferred until the 
next meeting. In the meantime 
plans for the more general use 
of the Community Building were 
offered by the Property Commit- 
tee, and are printed elsewhere in 
this issue as part of the report of 
that commitee. 

Narberth has 1194 houses. This 
fact was determined last month 
by the Highway Committee, as 
a'result of a survey, and forms a 
part of their brief bitt interesting 
report. 

Narberth was a model town in 
December, it appears. The Police 
and Fire Committee reported that 
no arrests had been made during 
that time. 

The reports of two of the com- 
mittees follow: 

Report of Highway Committee. 
We submit herewith and ask that it 
be considered a part of this report, the 
Ftreet Commissioner's summary of the 
work done by the borough laborers 
dii'iv* the year 1926. _ 

During the past month, principally 
for our own information, we made a 
survey of the total number of houses 
in the borough and ascertained that 
there were, as of December 81, 1926, 
a total of 1194 buildings, principally 
residences, in the borough. 

We recommend that if the 1927 bud- 
get, should pass final reading at this 
meeting and should include the appro- 
priation for the Highway Department, 
as originally included in that budget, 
this committee be authorized to ad- 
vertise immediately for bids to fur- 
nish the borough a motor truck 
chassis with such accessories an'd ap- 
pliances as shall adapt it to perform 



.he work of the Highway Department 
it a cost not to exceed the item there- 
core contained in our budget report 
previously rendered. 

During the past month the Street 
Commissioner and the borough labor- 
ers collected 1302 cubic yards of ashes 
at a total cost of $1052.60; cleaned the 
streets at a cost of $187.60; cleared 
iway the snow, principally from Hav- 
>rford avenue at a cost of $51.48, and 
opened up and removed obstructions 
(Vom the storm sewer on Wynnedale 
avenue at a cost of $17.64. These and 
incidental expenses made up the 
month's total of $1340. 

Since its creation at the December 
neeting of Council, this committee has 
iel.1 three meetings and has notified 
;:.ch of the permanent occupants of 
he community building and also the 
president of the recreation board that 
jy virtue of the resolution establishing 
it, this committee would assume the 
responsibility for the operation and 
maintenance of all borough buildings.

BY-LAWS 

Governing the Narberth Board of 
Trade. 

ARTICLE I— NAME 
Section 1. The name of the organi- 
zation shall be the Narberth Board of 
Trade. 

ARTICLE II— OBJECT 
Section 1. The Narberth Board of 
Trade is organized for the purpose of 
advancing the commercial and civic in- 
terests of Narberth; to promote just 
and equitable principles in business, 
and to assist and co-operate with the 
Borough Authorities in enforcing laws 
and ordinances and to promote any 
project having for its purpose the 
betterment of the community as a 
whole. 

ARTICLE III— MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. Membership in the Nar- 
berth Board of Trade is open to any 
person or persons actually engaged 
in business in Narberth. If the busi- 
ness be a partnership or corporation, 
such partnership or corporation shall 
designate the member or members 
who shall represent it at meeting. 

Section 2. Candidates for member- 
ship shall be proposed at any regular 
meeting. Election to membership 
shall require a two-thirds vote of the 
members present. 

Section 3. Membership dues shall be 
$5 per annum per membership, the 
dues to be paid annually in advance 
on the first of January. Members 
elected during the fiscal year shall pay 
pro rata for the months intervening 
between the date of election and the 
first of January. 

Section 4. Delinquency. If any mem- 
ber shall fail to pay his clues within 
two months after date of maturity, 
written notice of such delinquency 
shall be given by the Treasurer. Tf 
at the end of 30 days he still remains 
delinquent, he will forfeit his member- 
ship. 

Section 5. Resignations. All resigna- 
tions shall be tendered in writing. A 
resignation received after a payment 
is due shall not relieve the member 
presenting such resignation from lia- 
bility for the dues of the year entered 
upon. 

ARTICLE IV— OFFICERS 

Section 1. The officers of this Board 
of Trade shall consist of a President, 
Vice President, Secretary and Treas- 
urer.' 

Section 2. The President shall pre- 
side at all meetings. He shall ap- 
point all standing and special commit- 
tees not otherwise provided for and 
shall perform such other duties as are 
incident to his office and advise such 
action as may be deemed by him 
likely to increase the usefulness of the 
Board of Trade. 

Section 3. Vice President. The Vice 
President shall act in the absence of 
the President or by his request. 

Section 4. Treasurer. The Treas- 
urer shall receive and deposit the 
funds of the organization in a bank 
approved by the Association. He shall 
pay the bills which have been ap- 
proved by the President and Secretary. 
He shall present monthly to the Or- 
ganization a statement of the condition 
of the finances of the Organization and 
at the annual meeting shall present 'i 



full and comprehensive financial report 
for the year. All checks to be signed 
by the Treasurer and countersigned by 
the President. 

Section 5. Secretary. It shall be the 
duty of the Secretary to keep a correct 
record of the minutes of the meetings, 
conduct the official correspondence, 
preserve books and other documents 
of the organization. 

Section 6. Salary of Officers. No 
officers except the Secretary shall be 
paid a salary. The salary of the Secre- 
tary shall be determined each year at 
the next meeting following the annual 
meeting. 

ARTICLE V— COMMITTEES ri 
Section 1. The President shall.}, be 
ex-officio member of all committees 
While serving in this capacity he may 
participate in discussions but will not 
have power to vote or hold office. ;.; 
ARTICLE VI— MEETINGS V 
Section 1. The annual meeting shall 
be held on the 4th Monday in Decem- 
ber of each year, at such time and 
place as may be designated by the 
officers. 

Section 2. Regular monthly meet- 
ings shall take place the, 4th Monday 
in the month provided that change 
in date may be made upon a two- 
thirds vote of those present at a meet- 
ing called after notice duly served to 
all members.
